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STILL ANOTHER PROBE. 


A special committee of parliament is to investi- 
gate the working of the Civil Service Act, mean- 
ing the operations of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion. There would seem to bevroom for useful 
enquiry in that quarter. Government reports for 
the last ten years suggest that the less business 
there is to be done the more civil servants it takes 
to do it. A scheme under which that is the trend 
of things may be pretty on paper, but it does not 
conform to business sense, nor to the limitations 
of a nation of hard-up taxpayers, 


VIEWPOINTS DIFFER. 


The British Chancellor of the Exchequer has 
u surplus of fifty million pounds, wherefore that 
strange man is expected to cut down the taxes! 
They have peculiar ways of doing things in that 
country, surely. On this side of the water when 
a school board, a municipal council, a provincial 
government, or a Federal administration finds 
that the revenue has come in faster than is ex- 
pected that is taken ase reflection upon its fore- 
sight. It does not reduce the taxes in consequence. 
Not by a good deal. It brings down a budget for 
the next year that will get away with the surplus 
in hand, the anticipated surplus for the next 
twelve-month, and perhaps a few millions of bor- 
rowed money, as well, for good measure. In Eng- 
land they have a notion that a surplus shows that 
the public are over-taxed. In this part of the 
world our tax-levying bodies proceed upon the 
genial principle that the more the taxpayers pay 
the more they are shown to be able to pay. 


WHY NOT A COMBINED EFFORT? 


The city council has dropped the 
charter amendment asking for power to levy a 
city tax on automobile owners. That will hardly 
occasion surprise. The alternative is to make 
another attempt to secure part of the taxes on | 
motor cars and gasoline levied by the Provineial 
Government. Failing that the prospect is that 
the repair of city pavements and further street 
repairs will have to be postponed indefinitely; 
which means that the car drivers will have to go 
on tearing tires to pieces before their time. In 
other centres similar conditions no doubt prevail. 
There would seem to be a substantial reason why 
the owners of cars in all parts of the province 
should join in trying to induce the Government to 
share up the proceeds of the car and gasoline 
taxes with the municipalities generally, urban and 
rural. That would setle the question of automobile 
{axes on a permanent basis, while providing ro- 
venue with which to put the city and town streets 
an a@ more satisfactory condition for motor traffic. 


WHERE THE MONEY GOES. 


In proposing the resolution that five million | 
dollars should be advanced by the Dominion Gov- | 
ernment to the Harbor Board of Vancouver, Hon. | 
Ernest Lapointe, Minister of Marine and Fisher- 
ies, outlined to parliament what is the present 
position of things at the western port and what 
is to be done with the money. The Vancouver 
Harbor Commission was organized in 1913. In 
1919 parliament voted a loan of five million dol- 
lars with which to carry out improvements. The 
hoard acquired property and began the construe- 
tion of what is called the Ballantyne pier. On this 
worls there has been spent all but $475,000 of that 
loan. This balance, together with $1,760,000 of 
ihe new loan, will be required to complete the pier. 
As to elevators, it is proposed to increase the | 
capacity of the present one, 1,250,000 bushels, by 
an addition which will give room for 500,000 
bushels more, at a cost of $400,000. Also to erect 
n new elevator with a capacity of 2,000,000 
bushels, at a cost of $2,000,000, while therefore 
the demand for more elevator accommodation is 
the occasion of the loan being made, it is not the | 
case that all the money advanced is to be put to | 
that use. In point of fact the present plans call 
for spending less than half the sum, $2,400,000, on 
elevators, which amount is thought to be sufficient 
fo triple the present storage capacity.

Although Edmonton operators were put to 
serious inconvenience and loss by the attempt of 
Sherman,Ryan and Co, to close their mines in De- 
cember last the price of coal was not increased 
The price to Edmonton consumers throughout the 
winter has been $6.50 for lump, $5.50 for egg or 
stove, $4.50 for nut, and $2.00 for slack. The price 
of slack at the mine is 50 cents a ton, the balance 
of $2.00 being taken up by rail-freight, teaming 
und delivery. The Edmonton power plant and 
several of the large blocks use slack 
consumers are and have been paying $8.50 to $9.00 
for lump, $7.00 to $7.50 for nut or stove, and #5 
to $6 for nut, with slack of course out of reach 
The coal quoted at $9.00 is understood to be single 
screened as compared with the Edmonton double 
screened at $6.50. Natural mining conditions are 
more favorable at Drumheller than at Kdimontan 
The cost of rail haul however, is $1.07 against 
Drumheller. 

Comparing Edmonton with Calgary prices 
and making due allowance for greater cost of rail 
haul, the Calgary consumer has paid from $1.00 to 
$1.50 per ton more for coal than has the Edmon 
ton consumer during the past winter, because the 
U.M.W.A. was in control at Drumheller and was 
not in control at Edmonton 

Very few householders use Jess than 10 tons 
of coal during the winter and many of them use up 
to 40 or more. To the householder using only ten 
tons the extra $10 on the cost of his winter’s sup- 
ply of fuel would mean as much as the extra $40 or 
more would to his neighbor.
